seek visas for U.S. 


Outside the United States con- 
sulate on Mexico City’s broad 
Paseo de la Reforma, throngs of 
straw-hatted, short-sleeved, sun- 
tanned farmhands stand patiently 
waiting their.turn. 

Operation Visa is in full swing. 

Formerly only seasonal, the long 
lines now are bulging. daily in an 
unprecedented exodus to the 
United States. 

The 13 American consulates in 
Mexico, constituting Uncle Sam's 
biggest visa-issuing operation in 
the world, are having difficulty 
keeping abreast of the 5,000 visa 
applications filed every month. 

125,000 SEEK VISAS 

Already there are 125,000 Mexi- 
cans.on thé waiting list, estimates 
Terrance G. ‘Laonhardy consul- 
general here. ; 

Laonhardy attributes much of 
the mushrooming demand for 
visas to the big drop in. work 
contracts offered to Mexican bra- 
ceros (laborers) on agricultural 
projects and farms in southwest~ 
ern and western United States.

FUND-RAISING TEA PARTY 


Here are some suggestions for 
a fund-raising tea party, the 
type so popular with organiza- 
tions both large and small who 
need to raise money for their 
projects.

HERE'S HOW a small pleasure boat rides on hydrofoils 
(top) and the latest troop carrying craft (bottom) being 
tested by the U.S. It has retractable foils and is capable of 
three times the speed of similar 


speeds of 35 knots 


landing craft in World War Il. 


The next radical change in the 
design of the pleasure power- 
boat probably will be to hydro- 
foils, according to C. Raymond 
Hunt, world famous boat 
signer. 


“There doesn't seem to be 
much left to be done to the 
planing hull,” Mr. Hunt said. 

This is particularly significant 
coming from Mr, Hunt because 
he has done more to change the 
design of the planing hull in the 
past few years, than was done 
in the previous 90, years . 
that is ever since Rev. Charles 
Ramus of Sussex, England first 
discovered in 1870 that a boat 
hull would plane or skim over 
the surface of the water if the 
bottom was flat. 


Mr. Hunt's modification of the 
planing hull was to give it a 
deep V-shape then tack on longi- 
tudinal flat strips or strakes 
along the bottom. 


This shape hull will still plane 
under power but because of the 
V-design it doesn’t slap or pound 
on choppy water, It’s big ad- 
vantage is this—rough water 
handling qualities that earlier 
planing hulls-did not have. 

Most boat manufacturers now 
make some models with the V- 
shape. 


But back to the hydrofoil 
which, it is predicted, will super- 
cede this revolutionary design.

How do hydrofoils work? 

The name gives the first clue. 
The wing of an airplane is 
called an airfoil and by being 
driven through the air at a 
slight angle to the direction of 
travel (called the angle of at- 
tack) an airfoil develops. lift 

enough to cause the, air- 
plane to fly. 

The same thing occurs with a 
hydrofoil. Really it is a wing 
too, and when driven. through 
the water provides enough lift 
to raise the boat completely 
above the surface, The craft 
rides with just enough of the 
hydrofoil under the surface to 
provide the required lift. 

When speeding along, a hydro- 
foil equipped boat appears to be 
skimming a few inches above 
the water held up by a couple 
of slender rods. 


Resistance and drag are cut 
tremendously once the hull 
leaves .the water. This increases 
speed and reduces fuel re- 
quirements for the same ap- 
plied power. 

The one problem is keeping 
the prop in the water. If an out- 
board motor is used a long shaft 
type is required. 

Several new firms’ are intro- 
ducing. do-it-yourself hydrofoil 
kits this year, They will prob- 
ably double the speed of any 
given boat.
